Water  Supply  The  general  position  regarding  water  supplies  is  the  same 
as  covered  "by  the  last  Annual  Deport. 


Cowsheds  ancl_  Dairies_. 

Routine  inspection  has  been  made  but  owing  to  reduction  in 
staff  due  to  War  conditions  the  inspections  have  been  very  much 
curtailed.  Generally  speaking,  the  majority  of  building^  are 
good  but  there  are  a  number  of  very  unsatisfactory  sheds  and 
methods  of  handling  milk.  Samples  of  new  milk  have  been  taken 
and  two  prosecutions  made,  -  one  for  adulteration  and  one  for 
using  bottles  with  another  person's  name  thereon. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage . 

New  sewers  are  required  in  a  number  of  the  parishes  and  as 
soon  as  conditions  pc  mit  they  should  be  completed.  Certain 
works  have  been  carried  out  to  improve  pollutgd  ditches  but  these 
can  only  be  considered  temporary. 


Divers  and  Streams. 

No  written  complaints  of  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  have 
been  received  during  the  year,  but  the  Rivers  Board  have  made 
inspections  and  dealt  with  pollution  from  private  disposals  and 
have  also  named  Parishes  where  drainage  disposal  will  have  to  be 
dealt  with  as  soon  as  circumstances  permit. 


Public  Cleansing. 

Scavenging  by  the  Council  by  direct  labour  over  part  of  the 
area  is  very  satisfactory  but  the  Parishes  not  scavenged  have 
difficulty  in  getting  their  ashes  and  night  soil  removed.  Tins

paper,  bottles,  jars  etc.,  are  being  collected  s^ematically 

from  the  whole  area  by  the  Council  and  the  results  are  very  commendable.

Sheds  etc 

Several  camping  grounds  have  been  licensed.  There  are  a  .'small 
number  of  trailer  caravans  isolated  about  the  area,  these  are  usually 
on  sites  where  good  water  and  sanitation  are  obtainable.

Vat er_  Supply . 

The  sources  of  supply  are  from  boreholes  and  Puraping  Stations 
at  Grafton,  and  Green  Ilaxnmert on.  The  -vVater  is  distributed  by  the 
Council  to  17  Townships.  There  has  been  no  extension  during  the 
year. 


Cowsheds  and  Dairies. 

The  majority  of  buildings  are  good  but  structural  alterations  are 
necessary  in  many  cases.  Routine  inspections  of  the  Cowsheds  are 
made  and  samples  of  milk  examined  bactoriologically. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  has  been  no  extension  of  severs  during  the  year  -  various 
Parishes  require  sewering  and  there  is  some  inadequacy  of  Sewage 
Disposal  works,  with  complaints  from  the  Yfcst  Hiding  Rivers  Board. 

-•ublic  Cleans ing. 

Caaplete  scavenging  is  made  at  Boroughbridge  and  Roecliffe. 

Tins  and  etc., are  collected  from  the  whole  area.

Housing;. 

There  is  a  lack  of  housing  accommodation  for  Rural  Workers. 

Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

There  were  14  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  11  cf  Diphtheria, 

87  of  ileasles,  54  Whooping  Cough  and  12  of  Pneumonia, 

Diphtheria  immunisation  lias  been  carried  out  and  the 
percentage  immunised  in  the  District  is  above  the 
average. 


Tuberculosis. 

3  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  6  Non-Pulmonary 
wore  notified  during  the  year.  This  is  less  than  in 
the  previous  year.
